Speech of Frederick Douglas. 


"If we are citizens in war, we ask to l.e citizens ii 
peace." 


The following npeech was delivered b^ 


Frederick Douglass, ii^ Kaneuil Hall on 
Richmond day, and it is worth while to re 
mark that the New York World prints it 
in the same column on the editorial pa^e 
with the speech of llobcrt C. Winthrop, 
these being, in the World's judgement, the 
crack speeches of the day ! The world 
moves. Mr. Douglass said : 


MR. 
MAYOR AND FELLOW CITIZENS: 


I gratefully recognize your kindness and 
the compliment implied, not merely to my- 
self, but to my humble race, in the calls 
made repeatedly for my appearance on this 
platform. I am here, however, to-day, not 
as a speaker, but us a listener; and it was 
farthest from my intention to occupy any 
of your time on this grand occasion with 
anything that I might be able to say. 


t Naught but the pressing calls made upon 


me by friends upon the platform, and the 
thought that there was, after all, a certain 
degree of fitness in one at least, of the race 
to which I belong being present and some- 
what prominent on the occasion, has indue 
ed me step_ forward and say a few words 
I have noticed that every gentleman who 
has undertaken to speak here this after- 
noon has found some difficulty in expressing 
the thought, the feeling in keeping of anc 
ouUpringing from this great occasion. II 
they, the eloquent and the learned, have 
difficulty in giving expression to their sen- 
timents and feelings on such an occasion 
as this, how incomparably more difficull 
must it be for one in ray circumstances to 
express the _profound gratitude which 1 
feel, and which my race must feel, over 
the glad tidings that are flashed to us of the 
fall of Richmond ? In those tidings you 
have announced to you the safety of the 
country. I, for the first time in my life, 
ha»e the assurance not only of a country 
redeemed, a country regenerated, but of my 
race free and having a future in this land. 
Heretofore tho black man in this land has 
had no future; he has scarcely had the 
hope of a future. 
But in the fall of Rich- 


mond, which is but another name for the 
fall of the rebellion—a rebellion which ap- 
•pealed from right to wrong, from justice 
to injustice, from the ever increasing lioht 
of a glorious civilization to the dark and 
hell-black counsels of the system of bond- 
age—I say we have in the fall of Rich- 
mond, the fall of this terrible rebellion, and 
Ue upholding of liberty through the 
southern States. 
[Applause.] 
i have 


been making anew catechism. [Lou-liter 
and cries of " Let's have it!"] Hitherto 
the race to which I belong has been 
sneered at as never having accomplished 
anything—never invented anything. But 
when an American asks me any questions 
concerning my race, what they ever did to 
prove their manhood, what they ever did 
to prove themselves entitled to liberty and 
protection in this Republic, my answer 
will be that the first feet which timed their 
proud steps to the music of the " Star- 
spangled Banner " in Charleston were the 
feet of black men. 
[Applause, and cries 


of "Good."] And when it is further 
asked, " What have you done 1" my an- 
swer will be, that the first soldiers who 
entered the long-beleaguered and lon"- 
dwired city of Richmond on tho heels of 
the retreating rebels were black soldiers. 
(Renewed applause.) 
I rejoice, fellow- 


cituens—for now we ure citizens. [Lou "li- 
ter and applause.] It BO happens that wo 
nave been citizens before in the history of 
this Republic. It so happens that we have 
always been citizens when our country has 
been in trouble. We were citizens, I be- 
lieve, some few of us in 1770, when a few 
only a sprinkling—enough to say "we" 
—ascended with you yonder hill, and con 
iterated the British for your independence 
We were citizens again in 1812, when Gen- 
eral Jackson had & little job for us to do at 
New Orleans. [Laughter.) He then ad 
dressed us, you know, as " fellow-citizens '- 
" Fellow-citizens," he said, "by a mistaken 
pplicj of the Government, you have not 
hitherto been called upon to bear arms in 
the service of your country. I am not in 
favor of that policy. I summon you to 
rally round the standard of the republic, 
and aid in' beating back the invadinc 
forces of old England." 
AVc did come to 


the rescue at that time, and we were 
citizens 'during the war of 1812, and for 
•ome time after peace was declared. But 
through the machinations of the dark

broad blades and bloody hunds Eave"TJeen 
seeking the life of this nation, and inve?t 
them with the right to vote, [voices—nev- 
er!"] and divest the negro of the right to 
uphold that flag by his vote. You will 
not go down to the South and say: 
''We will 
enfranchise 
our enemies 


and disfranchise 
our friends; 
[cries 


of 'never!' and applause:] we 
will 


protect

our friends." I hold that the American 
people, in calling upon the black men to 
take part with them in this great st.-ug- 
gle, have bound themselves by every con- 
sideration of honor to protect them from 
the consequences of their espousal to their 
cause. ["Hear.hear," " That's so," and 
applause.] They are bound to do it. And 
remember that hereafter at tlie South, the 
negro will be looked upon with a fiercer 
and intenser hate than ever before. Kv 
ery one of those who have been interested 
in the rebellion will look upon the negro 
as one of the causes of the failure of that 
rebellion. 1 tell you the negro ia coming 
up—he is rising, rising. [Laughter and 
applause.] Why, only"a little while ago 
we were the Lazaruses of the South : the 
Dives of the South was the slaveholder: 
and how singular it is that we have here 
another illustration of that Scripture! 
Once there was a certain rich man who far- 
ed sumptuously every day, and was array- 
ed in purple and fine linen. He came 
North, clothed in silk and in satin, and 
shining with gold, and his breast spark- 
ling with diamonds—hia table loaded with 
the good things of this wpjld. And a 
certain Lazarus sat at his gate dcsii-inn 
the crumbs that fell from his table." Such 
was the record. ]5ut now a change has 
taken place.

Grant Rolling 1'orlf. 


The Xcw York Herald relates the fol- 


lowing incident which took place in that 
city, during the general rejoicing over the 
great victory, on Monday lust: 


A SOLDIER'S OPINION- or CHANT. 


In the very center of one of those groups 


our reporter noticed a veteran soldier of 
the Union. He wore a sergeant's stripe 
on his arm and bore the marks of hng ser- 
vice in his bronzed and weather beaten 
countenance.

The President's Speech. 


WASHINGTON, April 11'. 


The Kxccutivo Department, including 


tha Presidential Mansion, were illu-runat° 
ed to-ni^!it and covered with transparen- 
cies and national flags. Thousands of 
persons [locked to the Executive Mansion. 
The President, in response to a unanimous 
call, appeared at the upper window, and 
spoke as follows: 


We meet this evening not in sorrow, but 


in gladness of heart. The evacuation of 
Petersburg and Richmond and the surren- 
der of the principal insurgent army give 
hopes of rijihterms and speedy peace, whose 
joyous expression cannot be restrained. 
In the m'ulst of this, however, He from 
whom all blessings flow must not b>- for- 
gotten. A call for a nation's thanksgiv- 
ing is btin-; prepare', and will be duly 
promulgated. 
Xor must those whose 


harder part £iyes_us cause c,f rejoicing be 
•.ivcrlii'jked. Their honors must not be 
pieced out with others. I myself was 
near the front, and had the high pleasure 
of tnuiiinittinj; much of the good news to 
yon, but no part of the honor for the plan 
or_executio!i is mine. To Gen. Grant, his 
skillful cfiiccraand brave men, all belongs. 
Thc_ gallant navy stood re.idy, but \rs.s 
not in reach tu take an active part. 


liy these recent successes the re-inaugu- 


ration_ of nation:.! authority and recon- 
struction, which lias had a large share of 
thought from the first, is pressed much 
more closely upon our attention. 
It is 


fraught with great difficulty. 
Unlike the 


case of war between independent nations, 
there is no authorized organ for us to 
treat with. No one man has authority to 
•rn-e up the rebellion for any other man. 
We .simply must begin and mould from 
cisorgunized nnd discordant elements; 
nor is it a small additional cmbarassmcnt 
that wn loyal people differ among our- 
selves :ts to the mode, manner and mea- 
sure of ret: instruction. 


As a general rule I abstain from read 


in- reports of attacks upon myself, wish- 
ing not to bo provoked bv that to which I 
cannot properly offer answer. 
In spite of 


this precaution, however, it comes to mv 
.ininvlc-.lpe that I am much censured fo"r 
some .-t:pp-"..--cd agency in setting up nnd 
seeding to sustain the new government of 
Louisiana. 
In this 1 have done jti^t so 


much and >:•> more than the public'knows. 
In my ammalmcsMj'c of December, 1*0::, 
and ao: aiipanying proclamation, I pre- 
scntr-l :i plan of reconstruction, as 
the 


plir.i-o pips, which 1 promised, il' adopted 
by aiiy Stutc. wouM be acceptable nnd

plan which might possibly be accept- 
able, and 1 distinctly protested that the 
Kx.vutivc- claimed no right to say when or 
whether members should be admitted to 
scats in Congress from such States. This 
plan wa- in advance stibmited to the Call- 
met and approved by every member of it. 
One i,i them suggested that I should then 
ami in that connection apply the emanci- 
pation proclamation, except in parts of 
\ irginiu and Louisiana; that I should 
drop the suggestion about apprenticeship 
for freed people, and that I should omit the 
protest against my own power in regard to 
admission to members of Congress, but 
even he approved every part and parcel of 
t.ie plan which lias been employed or 
touched liy the action of Louisiana. 
The 


new constitution of Louisiana, declarin<* 
emancipation for the whole State, practi" 
cully apiilies the proclamation to the parts 
previously exempted. It docs not adopt 
apprenticeship for freed people, and is si- 
lent as it could not well be otherwise about 
admission of members of Congress, so that, 
as it applied to Louisiana, every member 
ol thn Cabinet fully approved the plan, 
ilie niL-.—aga went to Congress and receiv- 
ed many hearty commendations of the 
plan, written ai.d verbal, and not a single 
uli.jection to it from any professed emanci- 
pationist came to my knowledge until af- 
ter the new.s reached Washington that 
Lpu:sia:-.:i In.', begun to move in accordance 
with it. 


From about July, 1302, I had corres- 


ponded with different persons supposed to 
be interested in helping the reconstruction 
V,r,tuc S:alc government for Louisiana. 
U hen the massage of 18C3, with the plan 
before^ mentioned, reached New Orleans, 
Ijen. Banks wrote me that he was confi- 
dent that the people, with his military co- 
operation, would reconstruct substantial- 
ly on that plan. I wrote to him and some 
of them to try it. They tried it on and 
tho result is known. Such has been my 
only agency in getting np the Louisiana 
government. 


As to sustaining it, my promise is now 


as- before stated; but as bad promises are 
better broken than kept, I shall keep that 
as a bad promise and break it whenever I 
shall be convinced that the keeping of it 
is adverse to the public interest -."but I 
have not been so convinced. I have been 
shown a letter on this subject, supposed 
to be an able one, in which the writer ex- 
presses regret that my mind has not seem- 
ed to be definitely fixed on the question, 
whether seceded States so-called arc in 
the Union or out of it 
It would perhaps 


add astonishment, to his regret, were he 
to learn that since I have found professed 
Union men endeavoring t > answer that 
question. I have purposaly forborne any 
public expression upon it, as it appears 
to me that the question lias not been, nor 
.vet is, practically material, and that any 
discussion of it, while it thus remains 


immaterial, could have no ef- 


i«friidi. 
mUcUievou% offending 


As yet, whatever it may become, that 


question is had as a basis of controversy, 
and good for nothing at all. 
We all ar- 


gue that seceded States, so called, are out 
of their proper practical relation with the 
Union, and that the same object of the gov- 
ernment, civil and military, in regard to 
those States, is to again get them up to 
that proper practical relation. 
I believe 


thaHii is:-hotTafljr possible; tut irrfact eas' 
ler to do this, .without deciding or even 
considering whether these States have ev- 
er been out of .the. Union _than with it. 
Finding themselves -safely- at home--it- 
would be merely-immaterial whether they 
had been abroad. Let us all, doing acts 
necessary to restore the proper practical 
relations between these States and the 
Union, each forever- after innocently in- 
dulge l:is own - opinion whether in doing 
these acts he brought States from without 
into the Union, or only gave them proper 
assistance, they never having been out of 
it. '- 


The amount of constituency so to speak, 


on which the Louisiana Government rests 
would be more satisfactory to all if it con- 
tained fifty or sixty thousand, or even 
twenty thousand instead of twelve thou- 
sand as it does. 


It ia also satisfactory to some that the 


elective franchise is not given to the color- 
ed man. 
I would, myself, prefer that it 


were now conferred on the very intelli- 
gent, and on those who serve our cause as 
soldiers. Still the question is not whether 
the Louisiana government, as it stands, is 
quite all that is desirable. 
The question 


is, will it be wiser to take it as it ia and 
help to improve it, or to reject and dis- 
perse. 
Can Louisiana bo'brought into 


proper practicable relation with the Union 
sooner liy sustaining or discarding the new 
government. 
Some 12,000 voters in the 


heretofore slave State of Louisiana have 
sworn allegiance to the Union. Assumed 
to be the rightful political power of the 
State, they held elections, organized a 
State Government, adopted a free State 
Constitution, giving the benefit of public 
schools equally to black and white, and 
empowering the Legislature to confer the 
elective franchise upon the colored man. 
The Legislature has already voted to rati- 
fy the Constitutional amendment recently 
passed by Congress, abolishing slavery 
throughout tho Union. 


The>e 12,000 persons are thus fully com- 


mitted to the Union, to perpetuate freedom 
in the Stal'j; committed to the very thingn 
and nearly all the things the nation wants, 
and th«y a.-k the nation's recognition and 
assistant-. We have rejected and spurned 
them. 
\V,! in fact say to the white man, 


you arv w.,rthlcs3 or worse. We will never 
help joti nor be helped by you. To the 
black* we say this cup of liberty which 
these your old masters held to vour lips 
we will dash from you and leave you to 
the chances of gathering the spilled and 
scattered contents in .some vague and un- 
defined when, where and how. 


If this course, discouraging and para- 


lyzing both to white and black, has any 
tendency to bring Louisiana into proper 
practical relations with the Union, I have 
been unable to perceive it. If, on the 
contrary, we recognize and sustain the new 
government of Louisiana the converse of 
all this is made true. We encourage the 
hearts ;«sd nerve the arms of 12,000 to 
adhere to their work, and argue for it, and 
proselyte Ibr it, and fight fur it, and feed 
it, and grow it, and ripen it to complete 
success. 


The o.,l.'i-cd man, too, in seeing all unit- 


ed for him is inspired with vigilance and 
energy. 
(: rant that he desires, the elective 


franuhi.-e, will he not attain it sooner by 
saving the already advanced steps toward 
•t tliaii by running"'backward over them? 
Conco.l.i that the new government of 
Louisiana is only to what it should be as 
the egg t.. the fowl. 
AVc shall sooner have

smashing it. 
[Laughter.] 


Again, if we reject Louisiana we also rc- 


jcet our vote in favor of the proposed 
amendments, to tho National Constitution. 
To meet this proposition it has been argued 
that mi more than three-fourths of those 
Status which have not attempted secession 
are necessary to validate and ratify tho 
amendments. I do not commit myself 
against this further than to say that such 
ratification would be questionable, nnd 
euro to be persistently questioned, while a 
ratification by three-fourths of all the 
States w.miM be unquestioned and un- 
questionable. 


I ropo.-it the question. • Can Louisiana

What has been said of Louisiana will ap- 
ply to uthi-r States, yet, so great peculiar- 
ities pertain to each State, and such im- 
portant and sudden changes occur in some 
States, and also new and unprecedented 
M is the whole case that no exclusive and 
inflexible plan can safely be prescribed as 
to dciails or colatcrals. 
Each exclusive 


and iiiiitf.Vible plan would surely become n 
new entanglement of important princi- 
ples, and must be inflexible in presenta- 
tion, us the phrase goes.

The Late Pursuit of Lce—Entliiislasm 


of our Soldiers. 


The Xew York Herald's correspondent 


recounts the pursuit of Lee's army. 


The 2-1 th Corps reached near Black's 


and M hite's Stations on the South Side 
.Railroad, on the morning of the 5th, with 
Generals Grant and Ord. 
The 5th Corps 


and cavalry pushed on to Jettersville, on 
the Danville Railroad, and arrived with- 
out any fighting until the night of the 4th. 
Ihe ">.l, 0:!i and !)th Corps were following 
closely in their rear, and by the night (if 
the 5th they were all up on the Danville 
road, and the 24th Corps up to Bnrkcsville 
Junction. 


It appears that Lee ordered that portion 


of his army that was cutoff by our pierc- 
ing his left on Sunday, to join him at 
Amelia Court House, fearing to have them 
attempt to reach Burkesville, and BO on to 
Danville. 


When General Grant reached Xottoway 


Court House, a staff officer arrived, sta- 
ting that Sheridan had encountered the 
enemy in small force at Jettersville, had 
driven them and made important captures. 
Our column had intended to go into camp, 
but Grant thought Lee's only hope was in 
forced marches, and he therefore ordered 
the advance continued. 
The men who 


had already tramped twenty miles, on be- 
ing informed of the stirring news from 
bhendan, clamored to march all night 
and started off with cheers. 
Who. ever 


Grant was recognized, as he rode along 
the line, the delight of the jpldiers was 
expressed in the most enthusiastic man- 
ner. 
As one division exhausted itself in 


cheering, another would take it up, and 
so it went all along the whole column. 
_ Soon smother dispatch was received 
Jrom .Sheridan, and ita contents were such 
as to c.ni«c Grant to leave the road and 
cut acnw.i the country to Sheridan's head- 
quartcis. 
On the night of the 5th, the 


army lay in line of battle, stretching across 
three or four miles of country, and facim-

Custar's division of cavalry 


lay on ^ the right flank, and McKenzie's 
on the left. The infantry was formed with 
the Oth Corps on the right, the 5th in the 
center, and the 2d on the left.

trains, and it was feared he would elude 
this column. 
Ord was to march in th 


morning towards Lynchburg, and cut off • 
hia retreat to any point-South of that. 


The Newspaper Press" of Richmond; 


Walking far out on the main street this 


morning, we came upon a medium-sized 
red-bearded man, dressed in shabby black 
clothes and holding his right arm in a 
sling._ This was Edward A. Pollard, late 
iditor-of the ~Exauiiiier, anJ"aiithJor 'oCa 
southern history of thn rebellion. He crip- 
pled his arm in one of thoae fights which 
every - Uiuh m ond journalist must. be. pre- 
pared 'fr make:' ~ - Johrr M> DaTiTer**-th(3 
owner of the TSxamintf, "died a month ago. 
He had been shot through the leg just be- 
fore by B. 0. Ellmorevthe defaulting and 
gambling treasurer of the confederacy. 
Daniels was a scholarly and enterprising 
man; he hud been a foreign minister 
under Buchanan, and fought five duels. 
Pollard anJ brother had been workers on 
the Examiner, and assisted to give it that 
fearless and flashy tone which took so well 
in liichmond. The Dispatch 
was the 


business paper, and had mostof the adver- 
tising patronage. It was circumspect and 
neutral, but espoused of course the natural 
or rebel side. Hugh Pleasants edited ic. 
The Enquirer was theinostdignitied paper 
in liichmond, and had a semi-official char 
acter. Tyler and Allegro were its owners 
—the former a son of John Tyler the ex- 
President. 
It bad the best appointed job 


office in the South; and this, in conjunc- 
tion with tho government printing, made 
it very profitable. Tho Enquirer w'aslong 
the ablest paper in the South, excepting 
the Charleston Mercuri/. 
Its editors have 


been a long line of dashing characters, as 
bold as they were brilliant. Mr. Ritchie, 
one of its former owners, killed Pleasant?, 
the editor of the Whig, in a rifle duel. lie 
was the husband of Mrs. A«na Cora Mow- 
att, who has been in Italy during the war. 
The Sentinel was a new concern started 
only two years ago, by refugee editors from 
Frcdericksburg. It wai Davis'a 
official 


organ, and was bitterly rebel. The Witty 
is the only journal extant. It is owned by 
Ira Wm. Smith, dealer in clothing, who 
owns the building in which it is printed, 
but otherwise has no literary affinities. He 
has made it intensely loyal. 
The editor is 


alleged to bo one John Graham, a Rich- 
mond Bohemian, who writes as well up- 
on one sido as the other. Smith is a North- 
ern nian. At present theVA/y is publish- 
ed in the evening. Its evening edition 
was, commenced two years back by a New 
Orleans refugee named D.i Poutc, an aid 
to General Magruder. That was the first 
evening paper ever issued in Richmond. 
The liichmond papcra had army corres- 
pondent!) until the trouble with printin" 
materials compelled them to reduce the 
size of tho papers and use only outline 
matter. 
The army camera were always 


soldiers, detached for that duty. Colonel 
Quid, the truce commissioner, furnished 
the Richmond journals regularly with 
northern exchanges.— Com-ipondwe nj 
the .V. 1'.
